А Until the outbreak of war in 1939, the situation in the camp, 
regarding feeding and accommodations and treatment of detainees, was the 
same as in any other prison or penitentiary in the Reich. The detainees 


were treated strongly, yes, but methodical beatings or ill treatments were 


out of the question. The Reich Fuehrer has given repeated orders that 


every SS man who would ill treat a detainee would be punished; and 
quite often 85 men who did ill treat detainees were punished, Feeding 
and accommodations at that time were merely adapted to that of other 
detainees under legal administration. The accommodations in the camps 
during those years were still normal because at that time there weren't 
these mass influxes which occurred during the war and after the outbreak 
of the war. 

When the war started and when mass deliveries of political detainees 
arrived, and, later on, when detainces arrived from the occupied territories 
who were members of the resistance movements, the existing buildings and 
the extensions of the camps could no longer keep up with the number of 
detainees who arrived. During the first years of the war this could still 
be overcome by improvising measures; but, later, due to the exigencies of 
the war, this was no longer possible since there were practically no 
building materials. And, furthcormorc, rations were repeatedly and very 
severely curtailed by the economic administration of the counties. This 
led to a situation wher detainees in the aips were no longer capable of 
surviving the arising plagues and epidemics. 

The main reason why detainees towards the end of the war were in such 
bad condition, why so many thousands of them were sick and emaciated in 
the camps and were found in that condition, was that the Reich Fuchrer on 
every occasion, again and again, stated his aim, which he stated through 
the Chief of the Economic and Administrative Department Obergruppenfuehrer 
Pohl, who communicated it to the camp commandants and administrative 
offices during the so-called commandant's meetings. This aim was that 
every detainee would have to be employed in the armament industry as long 


as his strength would last. Every commandant was told to make every effort 


, 
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that this would be made possible. It wasn't that one was trying to have 
as many dead as possible or tø destroy as many people as possible; the 
Reich Fuchrer was anxious that, 1⁄2 possible, every hand and every man shoul 
be used in the armament industry. 

Q So that, I take it, there can be no doubt that the longer the 
war lasted, the greater would be the number of the ill treated and tortured 
inmatese Didn't you during the time you inspected the concentration 
camps ever learn threugh complaints or such things of these matters, or 
do you consider that the conditions which have been described are mor or 
less outrageous and excesses? 

A These so-called ill treatments and torturing in concentration 
camps which were liberated were the storics which were spread amongst 
the people, which referred to these detainees that were liberated by 
the occupying armies, Those weren't due to methods; they were excesses 
on the part of certain leaders who ill treated detainees. 


Q Do you mean you never took cognizance of these matters? 


A 


A If any such matter was brought to my notice in one way or 


another, then the perpetrator was, of course, immediately relieved of his 
post or transferred somewhere else, So that, even if he wasn't punished; 
if there wasn't enough evidence to punish him, 1 mean, even then he was 
transferred elsewhere and away from the detainees. 

Q To what do you attribute the particularly bad and unfortunate 
conditions of which we know, and which were found by the arriving allied 
troopsy,. and which had boen photographed and filmed? 

A The catastrophic situation at the end of the war was caused 
by the fact that through a destruction of railways and through bombing 
of the industrial works, it was no longer possible to carry an orderly 
administration and supplying of these masses of men. I'm speaking of 
Auschwitz with 140,000 detaineese It was no longer guaranteed, even if 
improvised measures were introduced by the commandants and even if the 
commandants tried everything to improve it; it was no longer possible. 


The number of sick had gone beyond any limits. . There were next to no 
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medical supplies; plagues were everywhere. Detainees who were still 
capable of work were used everywh ке and again and again and, by order 
of the Reich Fuehrer, even people who were partly sick had to still be 
used some way in industry where they could still do some work, So that 
in this manner, too, every space in the concentration camp which could 
possibly be used was filled with sick or dying detainees. 

Q I'm now asking you to look at the map which is mounted behind 
youe The red dots represent concentration camps. I will first ask 
you how many concentration camps in their proper sense ted at the 
end of the war? 

A At the end of the war there were still thirteen concentration 
camps. All the other camps which are marked here on the map 
called ог camps attached to the armament industry which was 
there, The thirteen existing concentration camps which I have mentioned 

ere the connecting point and the central point of some district or other, 
such as, for instance, the camp at Lach: Bavaris the camp of 
Mauthausen in Austria; and all the np at same district 
came under the concentration cames e That camp had to supply thesc 
outside camps; that is cers and 


they had to exchange the sick inmates and to supply clothing, 


guards were also supplied by the concentration camp in question. 

Towards the end of the war, that is to say, even in 1944 ations 
had become a matter of the armament industry and, accordingly, detainces 
were to be fed in accordance with the wartime ration scales. 

Q You may sit down. What do you know about so-called medical 
experiments on living detainees? 


А Medical experiments wer being carried out in several camps, 


For instance, in Auschwitz there were experiments with sterilization 


carried out by Professor Klaubert and Dr. Schurann. Furthermore, 


experiments were being carried out cz twins by SS medical officer Dr. 
Mengelaue 


Q Do you know the medical officer Dr, Rascher? 
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A I knew him in Dachau, de was a medical officer of the air force, 
and he was carrying out experiments on detainees who had been sentenced 
to death, experiments concerned with the resistance of the human body 

h pressure chambers and its resistance to cold. 


Q Have you any personal experience where such experiments that 


were being carried out were known in the camp and among the Irger circles 


of people? 

A Such experiments, just like 511 other matters, were, of course, 
called secret Reich matters; but it vas certainly not possible to 
prevent the experiments, which were being carried out in a иго camp 
and which must have been seen by the inmates, from becoming known in 
some way or other. Just how far the outside world heard about these 


experiments is unknown to me, 
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You had explained to me that orders for executions were received 
in the camp at Auschwitz, and you tol! me that until the outbreak of war 
such orders were few, but later си they became more. numerous. Is that 
statement correct?

So as to ascertain the situ^ticn regarding the sijnatures, will 
you tell the Tribunal whether the majority, the far greater majority, of all 
execution orders, both in the earlier у ars anc until theend of the war, 
either had the signature "Himmler" or Mueller's signature?

Q So that 90 per cent were therefore guarding outside the camps; 
that is to say, they were watching the camp from watch towers; they were 
looking after working commandos of the Company deternees?

Q Did you make any observations as to whether, on the part of those 
guards, there was ill treatment of prisoners to any considerable degree, or 
to a smaller degree, or whether the ill treatment was usually carried out by 
the so-called Kapos? 

À If апу ill treatment did occur -- which I myself һауе never ob- 
served -- and if it was committed by guards, then this was possible only to 
а very small degree since all departments in the camps took care that as few 
55 men as possible could have immediate direct contact with tho inmates, 
because it had occurred that in the course of the years the personnel had 
got so much worse that the requirements which were made on guarcing per- 
sonnel before could no longer be maintained. 

We had thousands of guards who could hardly speak German, who came from 
all countries of the world as volunteers and joined these units, or we were 
concerned with older men, men of 50 and 60 who were in no way interested in 
their duties, so the camp comnandant had to take care that these men ful- 
filled even the lowest requirements of their duties. Furthermore, there 
‘were, of course, elements among them who would act against deternees, that 
was obvious, but they were never tolerated, 

Furthermore, it was impossible that these masses of people should be 
directed by SS men when they were working or when they were in the camp, so 
that everywhere there had to be deternees who in turn were giving instruc- 
tions to the other deternees and telling them to work, and vho were looking 
after the interior in the admins tration within the camps and had that in 
their own hands almost exclusively, In that connection, of course, there 
was a great deal of ill-treatment which couldn't be stopped at all because 


at night there was practically no member of the SS in the camps, and only 


in the case of certain Specific events were SS men allowed to enter the camp, 


so that the deternees were more or less under the supervision of these 


deternee supervisors and exposed to them. 
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Q You have already mentioned regulations which existed for the 
guards, but there was a standing order in all the camps and that must have 
stated punishment against any deternees who were violating the салр rules. 
What punishment was used? 

А First of all, transfer to а penal company, that is to say, harder 
work, and deterioration of their accomodations as such; next, detention in 
the cell block and detention in a dark cells and in the case of very serious 
cases, shackling, chaining. Тһе punishment of "turning" was prohibited by 
the Reichsfuehrer in either 143 or "Цц. Then, there was the so-called stand- 
ing to attention at the entrance to the camp, and the last means, the so- 
called punishment of beating, 

However, their punishment could not be decreed by any commandant 
independently, Не covld only apply for it. Іп the case of men, the 
decision came from the Inspector of Concentration Camps, Gluecks, and where 
women were concerned, the Reichsfuehrer only could make such a decision. 

Q It may be known to you that members of the S8, too, had two penal 
camps which have also been called concentration camps. There was one at 
Dachau and one at Danzig-Vatzgau, 

A That's right. 

Q Were the standing orders and regulations in those camps and the 


treatment for members of the SS who were accomodated in such camps any 


different than the corresponding regulations applying to concentration camps 


proper? 

A These two detention camps were not under the Inspectorate for Соп- 
centration Camps. They were under the SS police courts, and I myself have never 
inspected either of the two camps or seen them.

Q Did Kaltenbrunner support you in your efforts in order to 
mitigate the terror reeime in Siberia? 

A Yes, I am grateful to the support of Kaltenbrunner e I owe him 
much in this direction. The German police officers in Siberia knew, 
through me and through Ka tenbrunner, that Kalt nbrunner, as 
foreign intelligence service, supported my poiicy in the southeast area

Economic damage to Greece had also come about due to the fact that 
apart from a progressing inflation an attempt had been made totransfer a 
German system to Greece according to German experiences. That had the 
consequence, of course, that the vendors of Greek gals, when they were paid 
later on, suffered certain losses, whereas, on the other hand, the importers 
of German goods, because they bought the Mark at the rate of 60 and paid it 
into clearings, with the rate for the selling price something like 3,000, 
made tremendous profits. 

This chaos, due to an inflation, together with the attempt of 
introducing a German system in Greene, could only be stopped by transferring 
the black market increase into a free markete 

The two experts fron the Axis powers together did so, with considerable 
success, at the end of October 1911, Within a very few weeks all shops and 
markets were full of goods and rations, and the pricesfor food dropped to 
one-fifth, whereas industrial products were reduced to one-tenth. This 
success, in spite of increasing inflation, could be maintained for four 
months. 

Q Dre Neubachor; is it true that the defendant Funk, who was Reich 
Economic Minister at that time, did tell you during conversations or stated 
in correspondence he had with you that he was interested in seeing to it 


that in spite of the shortage of goods in Germany, a considerable amount of 


goods should be sent from Germany and other European countries particularly 


to Greece? 

A Reich Minister Funk, with whom I discussed the difficulties of my 
task, and I agreed perfectly that a maximum of goods should be transported 
to Greece, and not only food -- I had secured 60,000 tons at that time -- 


but also German export articles, since it was hopeless that an inflation or 
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the result of an inflation should be stopped and the effect on prices if no 
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goods wereavailablee Minister Funk dealt with exports to Greece from the 
viewpoint of an improvement of the economic situation there and supported 
it with every means at his disposals 

Q Are you aware, Witness, that the defendant Funk, since transport 
from Germany to Greece had become impossible, made considerable efforts to 
try to see that goods should be transported on neutral ships, which idea was 
to be carried out if Britain were to give a safeguard to these ships; and 
that by means of these transports from Germany to Greece the famine in Greece 
was to be alleviated? 

А І think that between 1941 and 1942 when I hadn't got to Greece yet 
that these events took place, Іп 1913 when shipping in Greek waters had 
come to an end for us, because all ships had been torpedoed and when rail- 
roads had become subject to saootage and dynamiting and blowing up, I, with 


the help of the Swedish Ambassador, Alar, who was leading the International 


Relief for Greece, applied for British safeguard for transport to Greece of 


food supplies, The British agreed to this application, and when our means 
of transport had ceased to exist they used the Swedish boat "Halaren" once 
а year, loaded with German food supplies for Greece. 

Q And, Witness, Minister Funk participated decisively in these 
actions, didn't he? 

A Minister Funk has taken considerable interest in the Greek 
question, a question which is unique in the economic world, and he has 
supported me in my efforts with every means at his disposal. 

Q Witness, is anything known to ycu about the fact that the defendant 
Funk made particular efforts so that the occupation costs should be kept as 
low as possible, and that he was making efforts to achieve a point of view 
by which it would be better that a considerable share of occupation costs 
should be booked down to German accounts so that Greece shouldn't he 
overburdened too much financially? What do you know about that?

Mr. Rosenberg th а biographical statement, 

A I was born on the 12th of January, 1893 in Reval in Est 
After completion of the Oberrealschule there I studiod beginning 
autumn of 1910 at technical high school at Riga, 
front approached in 1915 the technical high school, including tho profoss- 
ors and students were transferred and evacuated Moscow and thoro I 
continued my studies, in tho capital of Russia. There T finished my 
studies with a diploma as ап architectural engineer in January or February 
1918 and roturnod to my native city, 

When the G erman troops entored Reval I reported as 2 volunteer to 
the German Army but as a voluntoor to the G erman Army but as a citizen 
of on ocoupiod country I was not accepted, without special permission, 


Since in the future I did not want to live between tho frontiers of 


Several countries I tried to get to G ermany, 
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Тһе Baltic loyalty toward Russia and German culture were what 
I had experienced and lived through in Russia, This made me come to the 
conclusion to do everything within my pow .r to work in Germany against the 
moving of political parties into Bolshevism, and I tried to help prevent that. 
I believed that this movement in Germany, because of the sensitive structure 
of the Gcrman system, would have been a tremendous catastrophes. 

At the end of November, 1918, I travélled to 3erlin, and from there 
to Muniche I wanted really to take up my profession as an architect, but, 
instead, I mst personalities in Munich whe felt the way I did, and became 
а collaborator in a weekly journal, which had been founded 25 this time in 
Muniche. I worked this weekly paper since January, 1918, and at this time 
I remained as an author and contributor. Then, here I lived through the 
development of the political movement in Munich until the Raeter Republic 
in 1919 and its depression. 


2 You mentioned Germany as your spiritual home, Will you tell the 


High Tribunal through which studies and through which scientists you were 


influenced in favor of Germany? 

A I had artistic interests for architecture andpaintings І had also 
been interested since childhood in philosophical studies and, of course, it 
was very easy for me to read Goethe, Habe, and Fichte, and to further my 
spiritual development along these lines, Simultaneously, I was influenced 
by the social thoughts of Charles Dickens, Bcrnard, and Emerson of the 
American literature.

Idid publish 
some them es in the year 13Ц-135, bt after I met Hearst for about 20 
minutes at Nauheim, I did not see him again and I imagine that the Hearst 
syndicate would have come into difficulty on account of my articles. 

Q Аз the leader of the Foreign Political Office, did you take official 
steps? 

А The documents presented here, 003-PS and 007-Р5, on the Foreign 
Political Office have been submitted and discus sed, md I could give a brief 
summary to the Tribunal about this activity. 

Q But before that I would desire to know about the steps taken by you 
аа the leader of the Foreign Political Office as far as an active agreement 
or understanding between European nations was concerned, 

A Adolf Hitler, I believe, had a conversation at Bamberg іп 1927 at 
which he mentioned his foreign polivical opinions and convictions and said 
that at least some nations could not be interested in coordination. He meant 
England and Italy. After that time I agreed with him, and through my personal 
contacts I tried to find a way for understanding between nations, 

I talked with people of the British General Staff. I had the opportunity 
of speaking with them repeatedly, and on their invitation I visited London 
in 1931, and at that time talked in private with British personalities. 

For the first time in 1932, at a meeting of the Royal Academy of Rome,
